Claim 24, drugs. 

Claim 25, skin diseases. 

Claim 26, dry skin symptoms. 

Applicants elect Species as follows: 
Claim 1, ethanolamine. 
Claim 22, 1,3-butylene glycol. 
Claim 24, antiphlogistic agents. 
Claim 25, atopic dermatitis. 
Claim 26, atopic skin. 

Applicants submit that claim 1 is generic and reads on all of the species. 
Claims 1-26 and 29 read on the elected species. Each of claims 22, 24, 25, and 26 
are generic claims to a sub-genus. 

Applicants respectfully request a three month extension of time for 
responding to the Office Action.
